(Anchor of the Soul 


F W. Lemons 


“Which hope we have as an anchor 
of the soul,” Heb. 6:19. 











7 AUTHOR of Hebrews employs, 
in this text, the expressive meta- 
phor of an anchor as the symbol of our 
hope. To those early Christians who 
first read this epistle it must have been 
indeed impressive, for hope was often 
symbolized, and vividly so, by the use of 
the anchor. 

The soul has need of an anchor. The 
world is comparable to a stormy sea and 
every individual soul a separate craft on 
a voyage to the distant harbor, Heaven. 
The text suggests that the Christian is, 
throughout the entire voyage of life, ex- 
posed to manifold storms, which attack 
and imperil the soul, winds of doubt and 
doctrines designed to destroy or turn one 
from his course. In such experiences 
the inspired writer knew the progress of 
souls to be often retarded, but he had 
observed that there is plenteous grace for 
stormy weather, and that if we cannot 
make full speed ahead, at least we are 
provided with an anchor, sure and stead- 
fast, which will hold our vessels securely. 

According to our context he had also 
observed that some had “laid hold upon 
the hope set before us.” Those who 
sought refuge had resolutely seized the 
anchor. It seems to me that laying hold 
upon our hope is not a trivial matter, 
but as important and desperate as the 
matter of casting anchor in time of 
dangerous storm at sea. The fate of the 
soul rests upon that anchor. 


GOOD REASON 


There is good reason why the soul 
should be anchored. The fact that the 
world is now in its greatest crisis, and 
that no one knows just what will be the 
outcome of this most diabolical of wars, 
is reason why every soul should “lay 
hold upon the hope set before us.” The 
truth is, unfortunately, that many a 
soul will make shipwreck. Some will 
lose faith in God’s providence and benev- 
olence, give up to doubts, and despair- 
ingly question, ““Why do these things 
happen to us?” They will lose hope. .And 
when hope is lost our anchor is gone. 
Then, what is there to live for? 

No one doubts today that political 
and economic seas are agitated and 
stormy, but there are many who, in 
spite of these facts, possess radiant hope. 
Despite gloomy surroundings the Chris- 
tian should maintain a cheerful attitude 
because of the reality of his experience 
with God. “It is a good thing that the 
heart be established” (Heb. 13:9). “My 
heart is fixed,” said the Psalmist. He 
was anchored. Strenuous times such as 
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Rev. Lemons is pastor of the Church of God at 
am, Iowa, and a member of the Council of 
welve. 











these will demonstrate whether we are 
truly anchored in Jesus. This is not the 


‘time for experimenting with modern re- 


ligions of doubt. The world needs a re- 
ligion that has been tried by the ages 
and that will give fortitude and security 
to the soul. The religion that will keep 
the soul intact and unsullied and bring 
it through the awful trials ahead of us 
with victory, is the kind the world needs. 
It is a religion of hope, not gloom. The 
times demand an anchor for the soul! 
OUR ANCHOR HOLDS 

Our anchor is sure and steadfast. It 
holds. It has been thoroughly tested and 
is as sure as the eternal God. It has been 
tested by the world’s most reputable 
men, yea men of whom the world was 
not worthy. Their testimony without 
exception is that it holds. The apostles 
tried it. Paul gave it a most severe test. 
Through labors, scourgings, journeyings, 
a thousand perils, imprisonments and 
finally to Nero’s block he went, but the 
anchor held. John tried it even at Pat- 
mos and he found it sure. Three millions 
of early martyrs gave it a final test, 
but this hope did not fail them. A mil- 
lion modern martyrs clung to it and it 
held as surely for them as it did for 
Stephen. Hallelujah for such a hope! 

An anchor sure and steadfast is there- 
fore a symbol of our security. While we 
do not accept the doctrine of eternal 
and unconditional security, we are not 
unmindful of our security in Jesus. We 








do not live in mortal fear of falling or 
backsliding and being finally lost, as 
some have alleged concerning us. We 
rejoice with Jude that He is “able to 
keep us from falling” (Jude 24). And 
with Paul we can say, “I know whom I 
have believed, and am. persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him against that day” (2 
Tim. 1:12). It is a fact that “‘we are 
kept by the power of God” (1 Pet. 1:5). 
That is something to rejoice about. Let 
us not underestimate the Christian’s 
security. We often feel like opposing 
the popular doctrine of the “persever- 
ance of the saints” or “eternal security,” 
and justly so, but let us not become so 
extreme in our controversy that we un- 
dervalue what actually belongs to us. As 
long as we commit all to God, trusting 
wholly in Him, there is no power that 
can destroy us or move us from our 
course. Certainly no power outside of 
our own wills, for it is written, “Who 
shall separate us from the love of Christ? 
shall tribulation, or distress, or persecu- 
tion, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword? As it is written, For thy sake 
we are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter. Nay 
in all these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us. For I 
am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 


our Lord” (Rom. 8:35-39). What 
greater security could anyone desire? 
ASSURANCE 


An unfailing anchor is cause for great 
assurance. Not only is there security, 
but we have assurance of it. It is one 
thing to be out of danger, but quite an- 
other thing to have perfect assurance of 
it. It is possible to be in a place of safety 
and yet suffer from fear, but it need 
not be so with us. We are informed that 
our anchor is sure and steadfast in order 
that we may be free from fear. Assur- 
ance means insurance. We fear no loss 
while we have such an anchor, and we 
carry no risk. “The work of righteous- 
ness shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assurance for 
ever” (Isa. 32:17). Thus we enjoy “full 
assurance of hope” (Heb. 6:11). 

Is not the knowledge of such an 
anchor a source of comfort? That is why 
divine wisdom has given it to us, that

Is War Murder? 


A clear answer to that question is 
given in a new booklet, “Will America 
Win?” by Edward J. Jagt (25c). The 
author refers to the twofold authority 
given by God to government first, to 
take life and, second, to declare war. 
(Gen. 9:5, 6; Rom. 13:1-7; 1 Pet. 2:13, 
14.) Many fail to distinguish between 
slaying in war time on the authority of 
government, and killing through personal 
animosity in time of peace. The writer 
gives examples of each from the Bible 
and concludes by pointing out that to 
call a soldier a murderer because he, like 
a policeman or a judge, takes life in pro- 
tection of others, is to dishonor God’s 
heroes of faith.

Baptist ministers in Portugal have 
broadcast an appeal for aid for Spanish 
Protestants. Reports from Spain indicate 
that the religious situation there is very 
bad, “heretic” schools closed and many 
churches shut up and their membership 
barred from public aid. Non-Catholics are 
compelled to seek Catholic priests for the 
performance of the wedding ceremony.

“In one state training school for de- 
linquent girls, twenty-five per cent con- 
veyed that movies in a variety of ways 
were a direct contributing influence to 
their delinquency,” says Mr. James For- 
man. The shocking frankness of these 
girls influenced by movie scenes should 
arouse every mother and father to the 
danger when boys and girls, and particu- 
larly the teen-age young people, see the 
love pictures that are so common. No- 
tice these statements by sex delinquent 
girls as quoted in Our Movie-Made Chil- 
dren, by Henry James Forman: “Some of 
the girls frankly declare that a picture 
like ‘The Pagan’ rouses them to the pitch 
of jealousy of the heroine, to a desire tc 
be loved like her. ‘When I see a fellow and 
a girl in a passionate love scene, such as 
‘The Pagan,’ I have a_ hot feeling go 
through me and I want to do everything 
bad.’ When a girl really loves a fellow 
and he takes her to his house and makes 
her stay there with him, she gives in to his 
wants like in‘The Modern Maidens.’ ‘After 
I have seen a romantic love scene,’ writes 
a fourteen-year-old, ‘I feel as though I 
couldn’t have just one fellow to love me, 
but I would like about five.’ Murder, 
crime and sexual delinquencies by the 
multiplied thousands begin in the movies.”

Kleberg and the Constitution 


Speaking before the Senate, Mr. Kle- 
berg said, “Mr. Speaker, the real reason 
that we have to such a degree realized 
our hopes and the hopes of mankind else- 
where has as its source the Maker of those 
beautiful trees which we see outdoors 
everywhere. The real reason that we 
earned the rights which we now enjoy 
under our Bill of Rights and organic law 
came as an accompanying grant from our 
common God, the Maker of all good and 


perfect things. The Bill of Rights of the 
great State of Virginia and the Bill of 
Rights of England, its Magna Carta, like- 
wise, are not to be placed to credit of any 
man or men but rather to that of the 
Ruler of the Universe, or common God. 
We deal in this Chamber, Mr. Speaker, 
if we never for a fleeting instant in these 
tragically charged days forget with the 
enactment of rules of conduct which af- 
fect the rights, the liberties and safety of 
God’s creatures. The responsibilities which 
we feel and which are ours in these days 
are a test as to our competance to re- 
tain our God-granted American way of 
life. I feel that we have slipped here and 
there, as humans inevitably must. I feel 
that our feet have strayed at times 
through the result of appeals to which our 
prejudices rather than our reason have 
reacted. I feel that sometimes we have 
been too hasty, another common human 
error, and that we have failed to think 
things through.” A beautiful acknowl- 
edgment of God as our helper and of our 
dependence upon Him. This kind of coun- 
sel in “high places” is safe. 


Increase in Crime 


On September 21 the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation issued a semi-annual crime 
report, which showed a decided increase 
in crime, particularly those crimes of 
violent nature. Negligent manslaughters 
were up 9.4%; rapes had increased 9.9%. 
Robbery, aggravated assaults and larcenies 
have also increased over the 1941 fig- 
ures.

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God In Creation. . 


J. C. JERNIGAN 


HIS is the first line ever written 

about God. Before the beginning (if 
there were such a time) we know noth- 
ing. To discuss where God came from 
is foolish. As far back as anyone can go 
is found in the first four words of the 
Bible—‘in the beginning God.” As far 
as man knows, God has always been. He 
yet is and shall forever be. There is 
plenty about God and other things, too, 
that is not given unto man to know. Let 
us therefore not worry about the hidden 
mysteries of the unknown, and seek to 
know that which has been revealed. 


The human mind is incapable of draw- 
ing even an undescribed mental picture 
of conditions that existed before the crea- 
tion. There was no earth, no water, no 
air, no sun, no moon, no stars, no people, 
and as far as we know there was no space. 
No person would be physically or mental- 
ly able to begin to imagine such a condi- 
tion, to say nothing about describing it. 
But there is one thing that we do know 
and that is, “in the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth” and He com- 
pleted the job in six days and rested on 
the seventh. 

The meaning of the word “create,” 
placing an extreme interpretation on it, 
would be “to make something out of 
nothing.” This is exactly what God did 
in creating the heaven and the earth. 
Heaven here does not refer to the heaven 
where we think of going after death, but 
the firmament. God made the earth, the 
firmament, and the water out of noth- 
ing. 

Another explanation of the word “cre- 
ate” would be more in terms that we are 
able to understand. It means “to make 
as a new product out of existing ma- 
terials.” This is the way God created 
vegetables and animals. 

Two Forms of Life 

God created two forms of life: 1. Vege- 
table life. 2. Animal life. Vegetable life 
was brought into existence by placing 
seed in the earth, causing grass, trees, and 
other vegetables to grow. Animal life was 
created from the waters and the earth. 
God said, ‘Let the earth bring forth 
grass, the herb yielding seed, the fruit 
tree yielding fruit, whose seed is in itself 
upon the earth, and it was so,” Gen. 1:11. 
This was the creation of vegetable life. 
Then God said, “Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving creatures 
that hath life, and fowl that they may 
fly above the earth in the open firmament 
of heaven. And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that moveth, 
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which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly,” Gen. 1:20, 21. Then He said in 
the 24th verse of the same chapter, “Let 
the earth bring forth the living creature 
after his kind, cattle and creeping thing, 
and beast of the earth after his kind, and 
it was so.” 

The creation of the earth and the ma- 
terial things that we see are beyond the 
comprehension of man. After God created 
all the raw materials of the earth and has 
given man thousands of years to experi- 
ment, man’s ideas and inventions are far 
from being perfect. Man cannot under- 
stand how God stepped out into space, if 
there were any space, and with nothing 
created the soil, the rocks, and minerals 
that make up the earth. But we cannot 
deny the fact just because we don’t 
understand how He did it. 

That which is more incomprehensible 
to me than the construction of the earth, 
is the laws that govern the creation. It 
is one thing to make a machine and still 
another thing to operate it. The operation 
of the creation necessitated the creation 
of laws and powers to operate the crea- 
tion. 


Two Laws 


To operate the creation there was a 
necessity of two laws: 1. The law of 
gravitation. 2. The law of nature. 

A law is a compelling power or force. 
The law of gravitation was necessary to 
rule the earth and planets. The law of 
nature was necessary to govern and keep 
in existence both vegetable and animal

life. The law of gravitation is that force 
that draws all bodies in the universe to- 
ward one another. Without it the earth, 
with all the planets, would disorganize 
and collide and the creation would be 
wrecked. But God inacted laws to control 
the earth, sun, moon, stars, and all His 
creation, and these laws have been in ef- 
fect from the beginning. There have been 
no amendments and no repeals. No body 
of men have ever been able to exact laws 
to control a body of people or rule a na- 
tion without continually amending and 
repealing. But God in the beginning en- 
acted laws to control His creation with- 
out ever necessitating a change. 


Law of Nature 


The law of nature deals with the two 
kinds of life—animal life and vegetable 
life. Life, either animal or vegetable, is 
indeed a great and interesting study for 
man. Generation after generation of man 
has passed. All have studied life and made 
records of their discoveries, each gener- 
ation always profiting by the findings of 
the last. But in all the research and dis- 
coveries of modern science, we are still 
learning about life. Oh how fallible is 
man compared with the infallibility of 
God! All men combined in their research 
for thousands of years have found out 
but little of the mysterious things that 
God figured out and created within six 
days. And after fallible man has made 
his discoveries and written his books, of- 
ten the next generation finds out that 
he was wrong. Columbus thought he 
could sail west and reach India. He died 
believing he had accomplished his task 
and proven his theory, but he was wrong. 
Medical science has made false discoveries 
and practised them for years, to find out 
they were wrong. Every time there is a 
war you will hear preachers and other 
professed Bible scholars predicting, but 
in a few months their predictions are for- 
gotten and the world moves on according 
to the laws and plans of God. 


The theory of the evolution of man, 
which means the gradual development of 
higher forms of life from a lower stage 
of living matter, is only a theory (and a 
very faulty one). Personally, I have no 
theory on the creation of man. I believe 
the Bible story—that God took the dust 
of the earth and made a full-grown man, 
and then took from his side a rib and 
made a woman. Man is the highest of 
God’s creation. He was given dominion 
over everything else. 

If there were no Bible, no churches, no

If you will work out your prob- 
lems according to God’s rules, you will 
never fail to get the right answer. 

WHY THE RULE IS APPLIED 

Most people are trying to go to heaven 
their way. When it suits them better they 
leave out certain portions of the Bible. 
This is why a certain group insists that 
the book of James be excluded (sub- 
tracted) from the New Testament. 
Why do they advocate such? Simply be- 
cause the teaching of James tears up 
their playhouse, that’s why. 

There is another group which feels the 
same way about certain chapters—the 
fourteenth of First Corinthians;~for ‘ex- 
ample. Holiness-fighters and’ tongue- 
despisers would be willing to do nearly. 
anything if they were sure of getting 
rid of “them thar tongues.”

for any price tolerate a move of this 
kind. We believe that James’ treatise on 
“faith and works” and Paul’s exposition 
of the “gifts” were given the same divine 
approval that all other scripture has 
been given. Besides, why should one even 
want to change it, revise it or discard 
it? I thank God for a church which still 
trusts in His Word—the Church of 
God! 

There is yet another chapter which is 
often considered as uninspired; namely, 
the eleventh of First Corinthians, espe- 
cially the first part of it. Every imagi- 
nable excuse for not accepting it as it 
reads has been offered, but it still reads 
the same way and the Church of God 
still believes it that way. In case some 
of our own people have not read it for 
a long time, I will tell you what it is 
about. It has to do with God’s will con- 
cerning women having long hair. 

REASON FOR WRITING 

Dear reader, I am not writing this 
article to display my phraseology but 
only as a matter of fact. If you will 
finish reading what I have to say, per- 
haps you will agree that after a woman 
has been a member of the Church of 
God for ten years or more her hair 
should reach farther than her shoulders.

If the Church of God retains her 
spiritual integrity, we must continue our 
love for the principles on which she was 
established. If we are being faced with 
the “barber-shop” and “‘beauty-parlor” 
problem, it is certainly no time to run. 
Let’s either solve it according to the 
Word of God or acknowledge we are 
afraid to. 

NOTIONS 

The most common argument offered 
against long hair is the one of ‘“‘custom.” 
That is just a slick way of avoiding an 
issue when one is afraid to face it. (Per- 
haps he has to keep quiet on account of 
his wife.) 

Let me tell you something! The elev- 
enth chapter of First Corinthians was 
not written for the sake of custom. If 
so, why was it necessary for it to even 
be mentioned in the letter to this church? 
When the custom changed, the length 
of the hair would have automatically 
changed also. If custom was the only 
reason, then it was useless for Paul to 
insert this.doctrine into his gospel. 


There is also another notion held by 
some. They say that the loose women of 
that day wore their hair short, therefore, 
in order to keep the Christian women 
from being classified as immoral he ad- 
vised them not to cut their hair. 

Well, is that so? I suppose the “pro- 
fessional streetwalkers” have begun 
wearing long hair now, eh? No, they 
still wear it short. All right then, you 
who want to escape the same classifi- 
cation today had better wear long hair, 
too. Oh yes, you say it’s not that way 
now. No, and it wasn’t that way then, 
either. Has it ever occurred to you that 
Paul never mentioned ¢his as a reason for 
women having long hair? Nor the one 
about custom either? Say, isn’t it strange 
how some folks can find every reason 
for a thing except the Bible reasons? 
Come on and be honest; if these had been 
reasons would not Paul have said so? 

AN ESTABLISHED FACT 

Let’s settle one thing to begin with. 
Paul’s use of the word “covering” did 
not mean a hat, but long hair. Read 
1 Cor. 11:15b, “For her hair is given her 
for a covering.” What is her covering? 
A hat? No! Her hair is her covering. 
Fine! That is settled, so let’s begin. 

REASON I 

“But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head uncovered dis- 
honoreth her head.” This verse does not 
say that on account of the professional 
streetwalkers, all Christian women should 
have long hair. Nor did it say that short 
hair dishonored the custom. It states that 
if a woman worships (prays or prophe- 
sies) without long hair (uncovered) she 
dishonors her head. It is a dishonor for a 
woman to have short hair. 

REASON II 

“For if the woman be not covered let 
her also be shorn: but if it be a shame 
for a woman to be shorn or shaven let 
her be covered.” V. 6. “But preacher, 
do you really believe that means what it 
says?” Well, sister, it means what it says 
or else it doesn’t mean anything at all. 
Yes, it means what it says. 

In other words, if a woman is not go- 
ing to let her hair grow, then she may 
as well cut it. But if she does, it’s a 
shame unto her. Therefore, to avoid the 
shame and disgrace of having short hair, 
she should let her hair grow. Not only

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Our Duty to the Church

1 Cor. 12:27, “Now ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 


Eph. 5:30-32, “For we are members 
of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this cause shall a man leave his fa- 
ther and mother, and shall be joined unto 
his wife, and they two shall be one flesh. 
This is a great mystery: but I speak con- 
cerning Christ and the church.” 


HEN when a man is joined to his 

wife, it becomes his duty to provide 
the comforts of life to make her happy. 
In your marriage vow you agree to for- 
sake all others and cleave unto her, and 
to her alone until it shall please the Al- 
mighty to separate you by death. Then 
if you love your wife, you will forsake 
all others. If you flirt with other women, 
you are not true to your wife and have 
broken your vows. 

Paul said, “This is a great mystery: 
but I speak concerning Christ and the 
church.” When we take membership with 
the church we become a part of that 
church and are obligated to keep the 
teachings of that church. 

Responsibility 

We, as members of that local church, 
should feel the responsibility that falls our 
lot to carry. Then, in order to be a profit- 
able member in thdt local church, we 
must be a live wire and have a good Holy- 
Ghost experience and the victory in our 
souls. I am afraid we have too many dead 
members in our churches, who are a hin- 
drance to the church instead of a bless- 
ing. 

Sometimes our natural bodies may be- 
come paralyzed and some of the members 
of our bodies become dead and we have 
no use of them. This is the same way 
with the church, some of our members 
become paralyzed and are unprofitable to 
the church. 

Every member should be a prayerful 
member. There is so much to pray about 
in the church. Pray for the lost; pray 
for those who haven’t been filled with the 
Holy Ghost; pray for the Y.P.E.; pray 
for the Sunday school work; pray for the 
sick; pray for the mission work. There 
are thousands of things to pray about, 
and there is no use for anyone to fold 
his hands and say, “No one has hired me.” 
There are thousands, yea millions, look- 
ing to the church for help, and because’ 
the church is dry and dead they have 
gone away disappointed. There is a re- 
sponsibility upon each member of the 
local church, that J am afraid none of 
us have awaken to yet. 


Ambition 
It should be our high ambition to want 
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our church to prosper and progress that 
it should be a soul-saving station. There 
are so many church members who have 
no interest in the church work; many of 
these you will notice go to the world for 
entertainment. If the church members 
had what they should have, they would 
not have to go outside the church to find 
enjoyment. The church has the best thing 
in the world. Where could we go to find 
anything better? Peter said, “Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.” If the local 
church was what it should be, we would 
have hundreds saved in our revivals in- 
stead of a few. Jesus said, “I, if I be 
lifted up will draw all men unto me.” 

It becomes the duty of every member 
to attend every service as far as possible. 


- You can’t be a blessing to the church 


lying out of service when you could have 
been there. The member that has lost the 
desire to be in service is one of those mem- 
bers that has become paralyzed and is in 
a dangerous condition. “I don’t feel like 
going to church; I don’t feel like going 
to Sunday school.” That is just the same 
thing that is wrong with the arm or the 
leg when it is paralyzed, it has lost its 
feeling. 
Admonition 

The Word of the Lord says, “Not for- 
saking the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of some is; but 
exhorting one another: and so much the 
more as ye see the day approaching”—the 
coming of the Lord. Also, the dark day 
of tribulation is hovering near us. “Let 
us not sleep, as do others; but let us 
watch and be sober.” “Awake thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light.” You see the 
sluggard that attends service about once 
a month or even once a week. He com- 
plains about having such a hard time and 
it seems a burden to him to serve the 
Lord. This is enough to dishearten the 
sinner and will never bless the saints. But 
the members that are prayed up and have 
the victory with a mountain-top experi- 
ence will be there every time the door 
is open for service, and will be like David 
said, “Enter into his gates with thanks- 
giving, and into his courts with praise.” 

It becomes our duty to attend Sunday 
school regularly, but I find that only 
about one-third of our members attend 
Sunday school. Every wide-awake church 
member is also a wide-awake Sunday 
school worker. If we fail in our Sunday 
school work, it is because our church 
members have failed to have the interest 
they should have. The Church of God 
Young People’s Endeavor has a great op- 
portunity in the church, as this is a de- 
partment of the church work. 












Prayerful Discernment Needed 


The appointments of the Y.P.E. should 
be carefully and prayerfully considered 
and only those who are live wires appoint- 
ed. There is a great responsibility upon 
the officers. It depends on those appoint- 
ed to make a go of it and to make the 
Y.P.E. a soul-saving department of the 
church. We must not lose the vision of 
the lost. The main thing in all depart- 
ments of the church is soul-saving. - 

Just a little more about the Sunday 
school work and officers. It is their duty 
to keep a good interest in Sunday school. 
The Sunday school needs to be spiritual 
as well as our regular services and in order 
for it to be spiritual we must have spirit- 
ual teachers and a teacher that is appoint- 
ed over a class, whether it is small or 
adult, that teacher should be a loyal 
church member filled with the Holy 
Ghost and living up to the teachings of 
the church. If he doesn’t live good and 
keep the teachings of the church, he could 
not teach others to do something he is 
not doing himself. It is also the duty of 
the teacher to increase interest in the class 
and to build the class by adding new 
ones. The live wire teacher will never be 
satisfied to see his class losing interest. 


Spiritual Interest 

“Search the scriptures; for in them ye 
think ye have eternal life: and they are 
they which testify of me.” It is our duty 
as church members to have a burning 
testimony every time we have an oppor- 
tunity. When you have a testimony burn- 
ing in your heart and you give it to the 
church, they catch the same spirit that 
is burning in your heart, and those who 
are cold in their experience will be made 
hungry for the same thing you have. 
Peter said, “Such as I have give I unto 
thee.” We can only give what we have. 
There is too much joining the church 
without being born again. It is like some 
men being joined to a wife, it doesn’t 
mean much. The man that is joined to a 
wife and shirks his responsibilities causes 
the wife to wish a thousand times she had 
never married him. We, as Church of God 
members, should keep the teachings 100 
per cent. 


Workers Needed 

_Too many members want to shirk their 
duties and not live right. The more you 
live like the world, the less power you 
have with God and the less power and 
favor the church will have with God and 
the people because you are a member of 
the church. Every member should be a 
whole-hearted supporter of the church 
in which he or she is a member. When 
you take membership with the church 
you obligate yourself to support it with 
your presence and your finance, and you 
who have failed to do so have broken your 
vows. The man who does not support

position of the sawyer and take hold of 
the lever.

Boston Starts Released-Time Plan 


BOSTON—Religious training for pu- 
pils in the Boston public schools, author- 
ized by the Massachusetts Legislature, 
was inaugurated in five school districts 
here. Eventually it will extend through- 
out the entire system. 


By permission of the parents, the chil- 
dren will be dismissed from their classes 
at stated periods each weeks, grouped 
according to faiths, and then conducted 
to the respective places of worship to re- 
ceive religious instruction for one hour. 


The committee which worked out the 
arrangements for the plan, already in ef- 
fect in other parts of the country, com- 
prised Joseph White, representing the 
Boston school committee; Frederick J. 
Gillis, assistant superintendent of schools; 
Mgr. Richard J. Quinlan, supervisor of 
parochial schools in the Roman Cath- 
olic archdiocese of Boston; the Rev. 
Frank Jennings, executive secretary of 
the Massachusetts Council of Churches, 
for the Protestant denomination; F. 
Arthur Hilton of the Christian Science 
Church; and Rabbi. Herman Ruben- 
ovitz, president of the Rabbinical Associa- 
tion of Greater Boston acting for the 


Jewish group. 
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Revival Amongst Children at 
Headquarters

ROTHER MAMMEN, the assistant 

pastor at headquarters, and also a sup- 
ply Sunday school teacher, has been espe- 
cially burdened for the boys and girls of 
the Sunday school here recently. Our 
Sunday school starts at 7:30 a. m. and on 
the morning of August 16, he felt im- 
pressed to have a meeting instead of the 
regular classes. The other teachers agreed 
that this would be good, so he gave a mes- 
sage to the children. When he made an 
appeal for those who wished to give their 
hearts to the Lord or come back to Him, 
over thirty responded and testified, ten of 
the number being those who confessed 
Christ for the first time. The children 
showed signs of true repentance, testify- 
ing with tears. 

In the morning service which followed, 
it was touching to hear the testimonies of 
eleven of these children, who did so of 
their own accord. The first one to come 
to the front and stand back of the table, 
as the men do when they testify here, was 
Daniel, the oldest boy in our orphanage. 
We have written you about his mother 
Mary, who came to us with her five chil- 
dren, after her husband deserted her be- 
cause she was baptized in water. Daniel 
stood there with tears, testifying to sal- 
vation and one could tell that a change 
had come to him. 

Most of those who testified are children 
of our church members. One is a small 
boy of five years, whose father was 
brought up in our Sunday school, but he 
is now with the Lord. This little father- 
less boy, even though so young, showed 
that a real change has come to his heart. 
That night was our “watch night” serv- 
ice for it was the last day of the Malaya- 
lam old year. When this boy heard the 
singing as the service started, he said 
that he must go. “Do not go yet, but 
wait till your supper is ready,” he was 
told; but he was so anxious to go that he 
went without his supper. He sat taking 
in the service for a long time, till sleep 
finally overcame him. 

The testimony of another boy, named 
Vereghese, showed earnestness. He is the 
son of Syrian Christians who lived near 
us for some time. His mother, who used 
to enjoy our meetings, has passed away. 
~ Though the children now live at a little

distance from here, the two older boys still 
come to Sunday school. He showed true 
repentance, pounding the table with his 
fist, as he said, “I have given my heart 
to the Lord.” Then again pounding the 
table, he said, “I know if the Lord comes, 
that He will not leave me behind.” He 
is not over ten years of age. He has been 
a mischievous boy in Sunday school and 
once when reproved for hitting another 
boy, he was defiant, so he was told to 
stay away from Sunday school. However, 
the following Sunday, he came asking for 
forgiveness, and has been coming since. 
Another small boy named George tes- 
tified but his testimony on Sunday, the 
23rd of August, was better than the first 
one I heard. He had a large New Testa- 
ment with Psalms in his hands, holding 
his finger at the place he wanted to read. 
I could see that he was anxious to testify 
for he edged up nearer the front, and 
when another would get up to testify, he 
would look around disappointed. Finally 
he stepped up to the front just as an elder- 
ly woman arose to testify. He walked up 
behind the table, opened up his book to 
the place he was to read from and laid it 
on the table. He was not much higher 
than the table; then he stood waiting 
till the sister had finished-her testimony 
when he brokenly testified to salvation 
and also to three answers to prayer which 
he had had. 1. For his father’s release 
when he had been wrongfully accused in 
a case. 2. For the healing of his brother 
who had been at death’s door with ty- 
phoid fever. 3. For a pair of knickers. 
With the book just a little lower than his 
eyes, he read a portion from the Psalms. 
Our Little Samuel Goes To Be 
With Jesus 


Samuel was Daniel’s younger brother 
of about five years. The three younger 
children of this family were not strong 
when they came to us, for they got their 
living largely by begging. Most of the 
children have lately had whooping cough 
here and that has pulled them down. Lit- 
tle Samuel was small for his age, being no 
taller than his younger brother of about 
two and a half years, and he has been at 


-death’s door more than once since coming 


here. This time when he had digestive dis- 
orders and bloated body, prayer was of- 
fered for him as before, and we were sur- 
prised to have him taken so soon. It 
seemed that his time had come and Jesus 
wanted him with Him. 

Not long before he passed away, he 
looked to one side, and pointing that way, 








said to his mother, “Let us go. They are 
waiting for us.” He must have seen angels 
waiting to take him into the presence of 
Jesus and we know that he is happy now. 

Those who have helped care for him 
say what a good obedient child he was— 
the best of our group of ten children here. 
He would at once obey what he was told 
to do. He would continue in prayer even 
though some disturbance came; with his 
little hands folded together, on his knecs 
before God, he would pray for different 
ones by name. 

He passed away on Friday evening, the 
21st of August, and early the next morn- 
ing a carpenter came to make a small 
box just large enough for his small body; 
a mat was folded in the bottom of the 
box and he was laid to rest in it. Mr. Cook 
remarked that he looked like a little angel. 
After prayer in his room, the box was 
carried on the shoulders of two of our 
Bible School students to our cemetery to 
be interred and await the resurrection 
morning. 

The Sunday after his death, Daniel 
again testified in the meeting, all broken 
up, but said, “I told my mother not to 
sorrow, for Samuel is in the arms of Je- 
sus.” The mother also testified through 
her tears, “The Lord has given and the 
Lord has taken away.”

Our 
assurance is so much greater than the 
threats of Satan that we can rejoice while 
the tempests howl. Such consolation 
means victory before the war is over. 
Our hope gives us such consolation that 
with it we may comfort others. “Who 
comforteth us in all our tribulation, that 
we may be able to comfort them which 
are in any trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of 
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God” (2 Cor. 1:4). 

The world needs just such an anchor, 
such a hope that gives assurance and 
consolation. It is practical. Now that 
war in all its hellish fury has actually 
come to us, theatening every American 
and every home, now that any moment 
Axis bombs may fall on our cities, let 
us thank God that there are some things 
Hitler’s bombs cannot destroy.

ings in two places. Believers are very, 
very happy in the Lord and power is fall- 
ing in our meetings. There is rejoicing, 
dancing, clapping of hands, speaking in 
different tongues, prophesying and inter- 
preting. His mighty work in the midst 
of us is wonderful. Pray more and more 
that we may get much power and be 
sanctified for His coming. “In every- 
thing ye are enriched by him, in all ut- 
terance, and in all knowledge,” 1 Cor. 
53.

promise with indecency is the greatest 
crime of our age,” which rather puts re- 
sponsibility up to the law enforcers. He 
went on to say that weaknesses in law 
enforcement agencies need to be correct- 
ed, tomorrow may be too late. 

An astonishing fact in connection with 
all the comments made on this crime re- 
port is that no one mentions the liquor 
problem in connection with increase in 
crime. Yet if any fact has been perma- 
nently established it is that the use of 
liquor augments the increase in crime. 

The effect of war upon this crime in- 
crease is emphasized over and over again, 
but no one thinks to say that this effect 
of war might be offset if the liquor traf- 
fic was abolished for the duration.

that, but if she cuts her hair she might 
as well shave her head, “for that is even 
all one as if she were shaven.” V. Sb. 
How would you sisters like to have 
a razor applied to the scalp? No? 
Then let your hair grow and quit fuss- 
ing about Church of God rules. You 
might as well shave it off as to cut it 
off. 
REASON III 

This reason affords us excellent proof. 
“For a man indeed ought not to cover 
his head, for as much as he is the image 
and glory of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man.” V. 7. 

Man should have short hair because he 
is the glory of God. He was made in 
His image and likeness, given authority 
and dominion, and was to be the head 
of the woman. At the same time he was 
to be the glory of God by serving Him 
in love and obedience. 

But what about the woman? Paul 
said, “The woman is the glory of the 
man.” If so, her relationship to the man 
is the same as man’s relationship to God. 
That is, if man becomes the glory of God 
by loving and obeying God, then the 
woman becomes the glory of the man by 
loving and obeying the man. Conse- 
quently the woman should have long 
hair as a sign of love, humility, and 
obedience to her husband. (Maybe that’s 
why some want it cut.) 

To prove that man is to be the author- 
ity (not a “boss,” however), Paul adds 
these words: ‘For the man is not of the 
woman, but the woman of the man. 
Neither was the man created for the wom- 
an, but the woman for the man.” V. 8, 9. 

Now for the last statement on this 
point. Any woman who loves her hus- 
band as God would have her to love him, 
is certainly willing to have long hair 
as a sign of her love and obedience to 
him. 

REASON IV 

“For this reason (obedience) ought 
the woman to have power on her head 
because of the angels.” V. 10. 

Not only does long hair represent 
obedience to the man, but its meaning is 
also an example to the angels. There was 
a time when Lucifer led a_ rebellion 
against God and many of the angels fol- 
lowed him at the time of this great in- 
surrection. After destroying Lucifer’s 
kingdom, God set about to create another 
order, the climax of which was man. 
Then, for man’s own welfare he was 
given a helper, a creaturesfor man, from 
man, and subordinate to man. According 
to Paul’s statement, the woman was given 
long hair and is asked not to cut it since 
she was to be obedient to the man and 
her hair was to symbolize this act of 

ission.

All right, does not logic force you 
to see why a woman should keep long 
hair? In so doing, the woman (a specie 
of God’s new creation) is setting an ex- 
ample for the angels, who also should 
love, serve, and be obedient to God as 
the woman should be to the man. 

But preacher, if long hair is a symbol 
of obedience, then why did Paul call it 
“power on her head”? 

That’s easy to answer; listen! She 
should have power on her head—why? 
Because of the angels. In other words, the 
angels will notice the willingness of the 
woman to obey, and the sign thereof 
(long hair); this in turn will exert an 
influence upon the angels and_they will 
be constrained to observe the will of 
God, therefore, the woman’s long hair 
is “power on her head” in that it helps 
restrain further rebellion among angels. 

Angels have rebelled one time, we 
know; could they not do so again? If one 
creature of choice can disobey, so can 
another. At any rate, the reasons for a 
woman having long hair is far more ser- 
ious than “violation of custom.” You 
can prove it without having to rely on 
the practices of the professional street- 
walkers, too. 


REASON V 


“Doth not even mature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
a shame unto him? (It is just as shame- 
ful for a man to have long hair as it is 
for a woman to have short hair, and 
vice versa.) But if a woman have long 
hair it is a glory to her: for her hair is 
given her for a covering.” VV 14, 15. 

All one has to do is to apply the rule 
of common sense. Nature itself teaches 
one that women should have long hair. 
I wonder what has happened to nature! 
Has it quit teaching people anything? 
No, some have just simply gone contrary 
to nature; that’s what has happened. 
Someone said, “My pastor has not 
preached on this subject, and nobody 
told me what to do.” Listen, sister, don’t 
try to beat the devil around the stump. 
There are more devils than there are 
stumps. Your pastor does not have to tell 
you. Nature itself has already told you. 

Every argument you hope to bring 
against long hair is going to judge you 
that day. If you love the world more 
than you love God or your husband, 
then I understand why you would cut 
your hair. But remember one thing— 
God is going to require of you a com- 
plete record of your life in the day of 
judgment. This sudden longing for short 
hair is a serious offense in the sight of 
God. Regardless of where my chips have 
fallen I have no apologies to make. With- 
out fear of man or the judgment I offer 
this article to the Evangel for the ben- 
efit of every reader. May God richly 
bless you in every need.
